DEAR PO LLY — Bonnie could try soaking her pink 
stained white nylon sweater in a solution of dish-washer 
detergent and warm water. Dissolve the detergent in hot 
water and then add to the warm water. This should be done 
in a non-aluminum pan. The amount of detergent depends on 
the hardness or softness of the water. Repeat with more 
detergent each time until stains are gone. Soak at least one 
hour. Different stains take different lengths of time. I find 
this is also good for making yellowed white nylon slips and 
uniforms really white again. — BARBARA. 
D E A R G IR L S — Colors that nylon picks up from other 
garments are very difficult (almost impossible) to remove. 
Go into such a project know ing there may be no im prove­ 
ment and the garment already lost. 
I tried the dishwasher detergent on nylon underwear arid 
it could “‘take it” but a nylon sweater, particularly one that 
is loosely woven and may not have too much body, may be 
another story. Often we misjudge synthetics and think they 
are one thing and they are another so the reaction could be 
completely different. I always feel if something is a loss 
anyway I am willing to make a try and take the conse­ 
quences. Color remover, made by dye companies, w ill 
remove color from nylon but color that has bled from some­ 
thing else may be another matter. — P O L L Y .

Frazier admitted Thursday 
he had lost his “ cool” during 
the riotous TV taping session 
with Muhammad Mi, and 
said he was “ sorry."

What specific steps the 
commission could take was 
not clear, although in three 
sessions involving the two 
fighters —a birthday party 
for Ali. the formal prefight 
physicals, and the W ed­ 
nesday incident—there had 
been a distinct circus at-

Ali yelled at the closed door 
to the room in which Frazier 
was being examined 
The birthday party was 
innocuous, with 
Frazier 
grinning throughout A li’s 
diatribes and the two men 
posing placidly enough for 
pictures, but also going 
through their “ let’s take our 
coats off right now” routine. 


Ali, who also concluded his 
workouts at his Deer Lake, 
Pa., retreat, said he he in no 
way was to blame for the 
incident.
